Table  1.  gives  the  number  of  samples  received  and  the  number  of 

the  various  tests  made  during  the  year.  It  is  seen  that  of  the  1171 

samples,  received,  919  were  official  and  252  were  service  and  experi- 
mental samples. 

The  results  of  the  tests  of  services  and  experimental  samples 
are  not  reported  here  because  these  findings  are  of  primary  concern 
only  to  the  sender,  but  the  results  of  the  analyses  and  findings 
of  the  Official  Samples  which  were  deemed  to  differ  significantly 
from  the  required  or  labeled  information  are  given  in  the  other 
tables  following.

SEED  INSPECTORS  VJORK  1979 

In  addition  to  the  919  official  samples  collected,  the  Seed 
Inspectors  issued  7  stop  sale  orders  against  approximately  33  other 
lots  of  seed  involving  264  samples  which  were  inadequately  labeled, 
mostly  because  of  having  expired  test  dates. 

TOBACCO  SEED  SERVICE  1979 

The  Seed  Laboratory  cleaned  6  lots  of  tobacco  seed  with  a  gross 
weight  of  6.01  lb.,  a  net  v/eight  of  4.97  lb.  after  cleaning.  These 
6  lots  of  seed  were  also  tested  for  germination  for  tobacco  growers 
in  the  Commonwealth. 

DISCREPANCIES  FOUND  IN  OFFICIAL  SAMPLES  1979 

All  official  samples  of  seed  were  examined  and  analyzed  according 
to  the  Massachusetts  Seed  Act,  using  the  "Rules  for  Testing  Seeds", 
approved  and  adopted  by  the  Association  of  Official  Seed  Analysts. 
The  results  of  the  analyses  which  are  outside  of  official  tolerances 
or  otherv7ise  varying  significantly  from  the  labeled  information 
are  shown  in  the  following  tables:   Table  2  Agricultural  seeds 
(single  kinds),  Table  3  Mixtures  of  Agricultural  Seeds,  Table  4 
Vegetable  Seeds,  Table  5  Veg.  Mixtures,  Table  6  Flower  Seeds, 
Table  7  Flower  Seed  Mixture  &  Table  8  Preplanted  Containers.   Table  9 
shows  the  compliance  of  Official  Samples  as  offered  by  various  seed 
dealers,  and  Table  10  gives  an  analysis  of  the  discrepancies. 

TABLE  NOTATIONS: 

In  the  following  tables,  notations  are  made  as  to  whether  the 
variations  are  serious  (S) ,  minor  (M) ,  or  technical  (T) .   This 
classification  is  based  on  the  follov;ing; 

Serious  (S)  is  assigned  when  laboratory  findings: 

1.  Show  the  presence   of  any  Prohibited  Noxious  Weed  Seeds 
in  excess  of  Official  tolerance. 

2.  Differ  from  the  labeled  statement  by  more  than  twice 
the  official  tolerance  for  the  purity  or  germination  percentage 
of  any  Pure  Seed  component.  Weed  Seed  percentage  or  number  per 
pound  of  Restricted  Noxious  Weed  Seeds. 

3.  Show  seeds  to  be  treated  when  not  labeled  as  treated 
or  vice  versa. 

4.  Show  seeds  to  be  inherently  weak  in  performance. 

5.  Indicate  the  claim  as  to  use  is  highly  exaggerated,  or 
as  to  contents  is  grossly  mislabeled  or  misleading. 

Minor  (M)  is  assigned  when  the  laboratory  findings: 

1.  Differ  from  the  label  by  mor^  than  the  official  tolerance 
for  the  purity  or  germination  percentage  of  any  Pure  Seed  component, 
Weed  Seed  percentage ,"  or  Noxious  Weed  Seed; 

2.  Exceed  tlie  labeled  percentage  by  more  than  twice  the 
official  tolerance  for  Inert  Matter  or  Other  Crop  Seed; 

3.  Show  inappropriate  labeling  or  exaggerated  claims  but 
not  grossly  mislabeled. 
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Technical  (T)  is  assigned  when  laboratory  findings: 

1.  Show  the  quality  of  seed  is  within  tolerance  of  the  label 
but  such  things"  as  the  name  or  classification  of  a  variety  or 
treatment  statement  are  improperly  used. 

2.  Show  the  date  of  test,  germination  percentage  or  lot 
number  are  omitted. 

3.  Show  there  are  otlier  variations  which  do  not  misrepresent 
the  seed. 

4.  Exceed  the  labeled  percentage  by  more  than  the  official 
tolerance  for  Inert  Matter  or  Other  Crop  Seed. 


Table  2  reports  the  discrepancies  on  the  labeling  of  Agricultural 
Seeds  for  1979.   Of  the  62  official  samples  collected  by  the  State 
Inspectors,  15  were  found  to  be  at  variance  with  the  Seed  Law.

The  results  of  the  inspection  and  analyses  of  the  official 
seed  samples  for  the  year  ending  vTune  30,  1979  revealed  152  or  16.5% 
of  the  834  official  samples  were   at   variance  with  at  least  one 
point  of  the  Massachusetts  Seed  Law.   In  all  there  were  197  discrepancies, 
78  Serious,  41   Minor  and  78  Technical . The  most  prevalent _ discrepancy 
of  the  Serious  category  was  germination  deificiency.   This  discrepancy 
was  also  first  in  number  for  the  Minor  Category.   The  second  most 
numerous  for  Serious  was  short  count  or  short  weight  and  for  Minor  the 
short  count  or  short  weight  finding  was  also  the  second  most  prevalent. 
The  most  frequent  problem  in  the  Technical  group  was  the  omission 
of  certain  information  required  on  the  label,  such  as  the  variety 
name  or  date  of  test,  information  incorrectly  given  was  second  and 
giving  an  improper  texture  class  for  grass  mixture  was  third. 

By  crop  groups  100%  of  Flower  Mixtures  were  mislabeled. 
Agricultural  Seed  Mixtures  had  the  next  worst  record  showing  4  5% 
of  all  samples  with  errors.   Vegetable  seeds  had  the  best  record 
V7ith  just  4.9%  errors  in  labeling.  n 
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CONCLUSION 

The  laboratory  year  ending  June  30,  1979,  showed  an  upward 
trend  in  the  sale  of  mislabeled  seeds.   Part  of  this  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  we  have  been  paying  more  attention  to  the  total 
planting  value  of  the  retailers ' packet ,  finding  a  lot  of  short 
weight  packets.   Packages  also  had  missing  information  and  considerable 
low  quality  seed  showing  germination  below  standard. 

It  follows  that  continued  surveillance  is  needed  on  the  part 
of  the  seed  control  officials  to  improve  the  market  quality  of 
seeds  sold  for  planting  purposes.
